which arrived on Wednesday from Hayti,
was Mr. G. B. Nilson, a resident of this
city, who four months ago went to Hayti to
entér the employ of Legitime in the capac-
ity of an engineer on board of a man-of-war,
In speaking of the affair to-dsy he sald that
be returned because he found the situation
there to0 warm for bim. Legitime stood
Istsle chance against Hippolyte, whose army
was well equipped and numbered some
10,000 stronger than that of Legitime. Mr.
Nilson considered it a l}nutian of only atew
days when news would be received stating
that Hippolyte had entered Port-au-Prince,

When the speaker left Hippolyte's troo
were within four miles of Port-an-Prince by
land and 14 miles by sea. He said that the
reason for Hippolyte not rushing on FPort-
au-Prince immedistely was because he was
awaiting siguul from his friends in the eity.
The reason why Legitime’s troops are so de-
moralized, Mr, Nilson thought, arose from
the fact that the former Commander-in-
Chiet, General Piguant, evacuated Grand
Saline for the consideration of §250,000, and
then throngh the aid of the French Consul
at Port-au-Prince suneceeded in leaving the
igland with the money.

Another reason was that three Ministers
of War bad bheld sway within as many
months, avd one of these appropriated §350,-
000 of the Government money and then re-
signed. Regarding the last loan Legitime
received from the merchants of Port-au-
Prinee, Mr Nilson said it was $350,000 and
not $600,000, as before reported, and that
the condition upon which it was mule?-
l.hltthnGunlEnshmld pay 25 per centa

As to the Clyde steamer Ozama being cap-
tured by the Haytian nbosats, the truth
of the matter was that the vessel was only
held s little over three hours snd was re-
lessed when Captain Kellogg, of the United
Strtes steamer Ossippee, made a demand on
Legitime. At first the demand was re-
fused, except under the conditions that the
Ozama would not go to Gonrives. Ca'rtlln
K wrote upon the back of Legitime’s
note that if the wvessel was not released
within five hours and $5,000 paid over by
Legitime, that he wonld bombard the ecity.
